The trying out of the railroad experi- 
ment in Alaska, by the constructign and 
eperation by the government of rail- 
reads reaching into the heart of that 
térritory, would be tsed to give added 
emphasis to a situation already ereatea 
by the isthmian canal, and there-is no 
‘way to predetermine what the outcome 
would be. : 

It is this situation which will give the 
debates on the question of railroad con- 
struction in Alaska an interest asy wide 
as the country itself. rae 

The Alaska railroad bill is now before 
the senate, which has mede it the un- 
finished business beginning Monday, De- 
cember 8. ‘This means that, until it 
has been replaced by the currency or 
some other question of more pressing 
importance, it will be debated daily at 
the close of morning business. and will, 
steadily and surely, move toward a vote 
on final passage. 

It is assumed that even if the cur- 
rency bill should displace it temporarily, 
the senate will restore it to its old po- 
sition once the curreney bill is out of 
the way.

TO HABEAS CORPUS WAIT 


Former President of Nicaragua 
Holds He Cannot Be 
Extradited 


(By Assctisted Press) | 
NEW YORK, Nov. 2%.—Counsel for Jo- 
seph Santos Zelaya, former president of 
Nicaragua, planned to apply for a writ 
of habeas corpus today to obtain his re- 
lease from federal custody. This writ 
will take precedence over his examina- 
tion before Commissioner Shields, set for 
next Monday. 

The state department is waiting for ad- 
ditional information from the Nicaru- 
Suan government concerning the nature 
of charges against Zelaya. This infor- 
mation is expected to indicate whether 
the alleged crime, that of the murder of 
two fellow countrymen, {Is political and 
if so, not subject to extradition laws as 
contended by Zelaya's attorney. 

Counsel expected to submit an affida- 
vit from Zelaya which, it was said, would 
practically constitute his defense and ne- 
cessitate argument of the merits of the 
case before a federal judge. 

Counsel for Jose Bantos Zelaya are 
continuing efforts to induce the state de- 
partment to cancel the warrant under 
which the former dictator of Nicauagua 
is held under arrest in New York, with- 
out waiting for the arrival of the papers 
on which extradition is sought. 

Solicitor Polk has been urged to take 
such action on representation that the 
crime charged against Zelaya was purely 
political. Mr. Folk today told counsel 
that if that fact were established the 
warrant would be withdrawn. Mean- 
while he will hear further arguments by 
Charles Douglass, counsel for the Nica- 
raguan government, on the other side of 
the case.

HEROIN HABIT GROWING 
LIKE COCAINE DISEASE 


Government Warns the Public 
Against Use of Little 
Known Drug 


BY 3 
WASHINGTON, D. Y. 28.—There 
has been a sudden and significant in- 
crease in the use by persons with the 
drug habit of a little known but very 
dangerous drug called heroin. The de- 
partment of agriculture, after a careful 
investigation of the drug, has issued a 
solemn warning against its use, which 
has increased greatly in those state’ 
that have enacted rigid laws against the 
indiscriminate sale of morphine and co- 
caine. Heroin is held to be more dan- 
gerous than morphine, both as a habit- 
forming agent and a deadly drug in the 
event of an overdose. 

Heroin ts a derivative of morphine, 
the opium alkalotd, and is frequently 
found as a constituent part of a num- 
ber of proprietary medicines, 

“The labels on proprietary and other 
médicines purchased by laymen should 
be carefully scrutinized for a statement 
which is required by the national food 
and drugs act of the quantity or pro- 
portion of heroin,” declares the depart- 
—|ment of agriculture. “The word ‘heroin’ 
on any label should be regarded as a 
danser signal.”

called the star apple. It is eaten with 
a spoon and is palateble. The mamei, 
however, like the mango, requires a 
specially trained taste. 

Like most people of a low order of 
intelligence, the mongrel native of Pan- 
ama is without the slightest sense of 
humanity to dumb animals, He does not 
seem to be intentionally cruel—indeed ne 
is too indolent to exert himself unless 
something is to be gained. But he never 
lets any consideration for the sufferings 
of an animal affect his method of treat- 
ing it. The iguana, ugliest of lizards, 
which he eats with avidity, is one of his 
chief victims. This animal is usually 


taken alive by hunters in order that he}, 


may undergo a preliminary fattening 
process before being committed to the 
pot. In captivity his condition is not 
pleasant to contemplate. Here at the 
market are eight or ten, living, palpi- 
tating, looking out on the strange world 
with eyes of wistful misery. Their 
short legs are roughly twisted so as to 
cross above their backs, and the sharp 
claws on one foot are thrust through 
the fleshy part of the other so as to hold 
them together without other fastenings. 
A five-foot iguana is fully three feet 
tail, and of that caudal yard at least 
two feet of its tapering length is use- 
less for food, so the native calmly chops 
it off with his machete, exposing the 
mutilated but living animal for sale. 
Fish is apparently the great staple of 
the Panama market, as beseems a place 
which is practically an island and the 
name of which signifies ‘many 
fishes.” Yet at the time I was there 
the variety exposed for sale was not 
great. The corbina, apparently about as 
stable and certain a crop as our north- 
ern cod; the red snapper, mullet and a 
flat fish resembling our fresh water sun- 


| fish, were all that were exposed. There 


were a few West Indian lobsters, too, 


| about as large as our average sized lob- 


sters, but without claws, having anten- 
nae, perhaps eighteen inches long, in- 
stead. Shrimps and small molluscs were 
plentifully displayed. 

In one notable respeer this Panama 
market differs from most open-air affairs 
of the sort. The vendors make no per- 
sonal effort to sell their goods. There 
is no appeal to passing buyers, no crying 
of wares, no “ballyhoo,” to employ the 
language of Coney island. What chat. 
ter there is, is chiefly among the buy 
ers; sellers sit silent vy their wares 
and are more apt to receive a prospec- 
tive customer sulkily than with alert 
eagerness.

This counsel is particularly opportune as the more 
rigorous side of winter's face turns toward us, when 
our first Impulse is to shut windows tight and stay 
indoors. Winter above all other seasons is the time 
to be careful of ventilation. It is the stuffy room, 
not the brisk alr nor even the biting wind that in- 
flicts us with “colds.” In the South especially, win- 
ter months are ideal for enjoyment of the open; it 
should be the healthfulest of all our seasons and the 
one in which we most prize fresh air.

How Canada Gets 
Settlers and Wealth. 


The Seattle Post-Intelligencer calls attention to 
the interesting fact that five hundred and ninety-nine 
million dollars of American capital are now invested 


in Canada, as compared with two hundred and seven- 
ty-nine millions four years ago. Of this amount, we 
are told, a hundred and fifty million is in the form 
of branch factories and warehouses of United States 
industries, nearly a hundred and twenty-four million 
in the bonds of the Dominion government and Ca- 
nadian municipalities afd more than a hundred and 
thirty million in British Columbia mills, timber and 
mints. 

These figures, taken from a recent consular bul- 
letin, leave out of account the thousands of Ameri- 
can citizens who have settled in Canada and whose 
productive capacity represents a far larger store of 
wealth than any amount of money could express. 
Why is it that the Dominion has drawn so heavily 
from our financial and human resources? Why has 
a land far to the north attracted more immigrants 
and more capital to its comparatively churlish cli- 
mate than the genial sun and fertile soil of the south? 

“The explanation lies largely in the fact that Can- 
ada has made a persistent business of exploiting its 
opportunities, has brought directly and constantly to 
the homesteker’s and the investor’s attention such 
advantages as it has, Canada has advertised, widely 
and intelligently. The South, on the other hand, 
has neglected, until recent years, té proclaim in any 
organized, effective manner the wonderfully rich and 
varied resources it has to offer. 

There are cheering evidences, however, that the 
South is awakening to its great need in this regard. 
The Georgia Chamber of Commerce has set out to 
do a work that will make its State known through- 
out the world and that will bring to this common- 
wealth thousands of energetic people and millions of 
capital. This movement is of nationwide signifi- 
cance, for, it bespeaks a new and practical patriot- 
ism. It has won the admiration of the entire South; 
it should have the earnest support of all Georgians.

Wireless Telegraphy for Trains. 


The latest and one of the most valuable uses to 
which wireless telegraphy has been turned is that of 
increasing the safety of railway traffic. A fruitful 
experiment of the kind was made the other day on 
the Lackawanna Limited when the train, speeding 
along at fifty miles an hour, flashed a wireless mes- 
sage to Scranton, its next station some thirty miles 
away, announcing that its conductor was ill and ask- 
ing for his relief. When Scranton was reached a 
substitute conductor was ready and the exchange was 
effected without a moment’s delay of schedules. 

The incident is prophetic of the broad service that 
wireless telegraphy will render in’ the operation of 
trains and the prevention of accidents. The appa- 
ratus employed in thig particular test was far from 
what it must be in order to be of general and de- 
pendable use, but the main difficulties seem to have 
been overcome; the important principle has been es- 
tablished and in time, no doubt, details will be sar- 
isfactorily worked out. The Boston Transcript in. 
terestingly remarks that this experiment promises 
to eliminate one kind of railway accident—a kind 
lamentably prevalent. 


“Tt will, when developed, furnish a means 
of arresting a ‘wild’ train, of recalling an error in 
dispatching even after the train is on its way, 
and of checking the position of trains on the 
line from minute to minute. It might also proye 
a means of conveying warning of sudden mis- 
haps to the roadbed, such as burned 
washouts and landslips regions. 
There dre of course whole classes of mishaps 
which it would not affect and which

Without indulging im anything spectacular he 
has devoted himself to the most practical matters that 
concern the people. Believing that the greatness and 
welfare of the country depend on the education and 
development of the growing generation, his first work 
was to take part in the creation of the children’s bu- 
reau for the study of those problems that relate to 
the growth of the child in the broad meaning of that 
term.

His bill appropriating $3,000,000 annually for exten- 
sion work of agricultural colleges and experiment sta- 
tions will undoubtedly he passed within the next few 
months. His efforts for government aid to post roads 
will be successful and greatly add to the value of the 
parcel post. The interest which he is taking in plans 
looking to the time when tenant farmers will become 
home owners, developers and conservators of the soil, 
instead of an ever-moving and ever-changing class of 
our population, will accomplish much, for it is known 
of all mén that when Hoke Smith puts his shoulder 
to a task there is never halting nor turning back until 
it is accomplished. 

During his first year at the capital he ‘ok part in 
the nomination and election of the second Democratic 
president since the war and this year was conspicu- 
ous in the reorganization of the senate that made it 
truly Democratic and responsive to the progressive 
thought of the people. As much as any other man he 
shaped the tariff bill and he will have part in shaping 
the currency bill and other measures of national im- 
portance 

A wonderful record is behind Hoke Smith and a 
greater future awaits him. The thousands who fol- 
lowed him in the campaign of 1906, before this record 
had been made, have reason to be gratified over the 
soundness of their judgment and the vindication of 
their faith.

THE POSTAL SERVICE 


VIll.—Rural Free Delivery. :

It is only about sixteen years since the rural fry 
delivery of mail was started in the United States ins 
very small way, but in that short time it has expanses 
so rapidly that one almost loses count in trying to heey 
up with it. Now more than 42,000 carriers tag 
through the rural districts of the country cartying in 
farmers’ mail to them, and taking their letters ang 
packages back to the postoffices. In the annual roms, 
of their duties the rural carriers travel over 300,d0)90, 
miles—two-thirds as far as all the mail carving 
trains of the coufitry together. ‘The average cot 5 
the government for every mile a rural carrier trayes 
throughout the year is a shade over 13 cents, and the 


average route is a little over twenty-four miles long 
see 


Nor is the work done by the rural delivery servics 
the only kind rendered the people of the rural districts 
There is a provision that wherever a farmer does not 
live on a rural route, but on a star route, he may have 
the star route carrier collect and deliver mail at his 
box, just as a rural carrier does. And he gets a better 
service in this way than the rural carrier can give him. 
The rural carrier has his route laid out so that pe 
leaves the postoffice from which his route starts, ani 
keeps going over one road and another until he geis 
back to the office—not passing twice over the same 
piece of road at any time except the few instances 
where there are no other roads to take. The result ja 
that he delivers his mail one day and the farmer can. 
not answer until the next day. In case of the ster 
route carrier, he makes a round trip over the same 
road every day, and the farmer can get his mail tn 
the evening and dispatch it in the morning, or get {t 
in the morning and dispatch his replies in the evening 
where that is necessary. There are, also, some cases 
where two star routes pass over the same road for a 
portion of the distance, and in these cases the farmers 
along those roads have a double daily delivery anit 
collection service. Of course, these latter instances 
are exceptional, but they represent the very last word 
in rural mail service. 

There are also instances where farmers can enjoy 
service from two rural delivery routes. To illustrate: 
Here is a farmer who lives on one road and a few hun- 
dred yards from another road. The two roads are coy- 
ered by different carriers, starting at the same time 
from the same postoffice. But the one has to travel 
much further to get to this point on the one road than 
the other has to travel to get to this point on the other 
road. Consequently, it becomes possible for the farm- 
er to get his mail by the one route and to dispatch 
his reply the same day, if necessary, by the other 
route. The farmer who lives on such roads is the 
beneficiary of fortuitous circumstances rather than 
of any intention to discriminate on the part of tho 
men who lay out rural routes. 

The rural carrier has now been placed on a par 
with other employes of the postal service, being male 
eligible to transfer to any other class of positions, 
such as those in the letter carrier service, the postof- 
fice clerk service, and the railway mail service. This 
encourages more people to take the examinations, and 
the standard of the examinations consequently covld 
be raised to that for postoffice clerks and letter car 
riers, 

In the early years of the service it was customary 
to deduct from the carriers’ pay a pro rata amount for 
every trip or part of a trip they were unable to make 
because of high waters, drifted snow or impassable 
roads. That has now been done away with, and wher 
the postmaster certifies that the failure to cover the 
route was due to conditions of the weather and the 
roads, the carrier gets his pay as usual. It formerly 
was customary, when a carrier committed a breach of 
discipline, to suspend him without pay for a while 
This system of administering discipline was found not 
to work well, and in its stead a system of deduction? 
from their pay takes the place of the suspension or 
ders. 

There are now nearly 1,000 counties in the United 
States having a.full rural delivery service, which de 
livers mail to the entire rural population. Where there 
are so many routes in a county that all but a compara 
tively few people are served, a postoffice inspector i# 
sent out, and he revises the layout of the routes so 
that everybody*will be reached. About twenty-five coun 
ties a year are being added to the number of those 
which have full rural service, reaching all the people, 
just as a city delivery service does, 

There has been much dispute as to whom was tie 
father of rural free delivery. In 1890 congress passed 
a joint resolution authorizing a test of free delivery at 
small postoffices, and these tests were continued until 
1894, when Postmaster General Bissell recommended 
that the service be discontinued, or else extended to 
all of the postoftices of the country. Congress took 
the former alternative. Before this, in 1891, Post 
master General John Wanamaker had reported-in favor 
of a rural free delivery service, saying that he could 
not commend anything to the favorable attention of 
congress with more confidence than this, because its 
extension would be so easy, its benefits so widespread. 
and the considerations favoring its establishment 8? 
patriotic. 

The first rural freé delivery route was established 
in 1896, and from that time forward the establishment 
of rural routes has been going forward, until now the 
rural carriers deliver mail to more than 20,000,000 
Americans. The plans that are on foot with respect t? 
the utilization of the parcel post system will make the 
rural mail service of unexpected advantage to the 
whole population, both rural and urban. Heretofore the 
rural carrier has been working to only a third of his 
capacity. He can carry three times as much mail with 
only a negligible addition to his expenses, and all of 
this surplus capacity has been going to waste. Now i 
is proposed that he shall become the principal link i 
the chain of agencies in bringing the minor products of 
the farm to the city housekeeper, thus eliminating th? 
ever-widening margin between the price the farmet 
gets and the price the consumer pays. Such a course 
it is believed, will ultimately tend to reduce the cost 
of living in two different ways—first, by cheapenin€ 
produce to the consumer, and, second, by tending 
check the exodus to the city and to promote the “back 
to-the-farm” movement. By cheapening the cost to the 
consumer the middlemen certainly will be measurably 
eliminated, and the profits they make will no long" 
bring people from the farm to swell their ranks: while 
with a chance to get a reasonable price for his prot 
ucts, the farmer can remain in the country. Take mill 
for instance: Here is a farmer with two dozen cow® 


He needs a hundred-acre farm to keep them om, ant 
he must pay $100 an acre for that. Then he must 
spend 31,500 for his cows and as much more for his 
dairy barn.

Probably it was more a desire for ex- 
perience and adventure than any idea 
of increased financial returns that lea 
young Jaek Maxon to seek a job in en- 
gineering on the canal. Graduated from 
the engineering department of a- state 
university, with two years or so of ac- 
tive experience in the field, Jack was a) 
fair type of young American—clean, 
wholesome, healthy, technically trained, 
ambitious for his future but quite so- 
licitous about the pleasures of the pres- 
ent, as becomes a youth of twenty-three.
